Applications are invited for appointment to the Wild Horse Community 
Advisory Panel for Kosciuszko National Park. 

The Panel will provide advice to the Minister or the NSW National Parks and Wildlife 
Service on matters relating to the identification of the heritage value, and the 
management of, sustainable wild horse populations within Kosciuszko National Park. 


The Panel will comprise at least six but no more than eight members appointed by 
the Minister for Environment and Heritage who meet the composition requirements 
and qualifications in Schedule 1 of the Kosciuszko Wild Horse Heritage Act 2018. 
The Panel must include at least: 


e one Aboriginal person, 
e one representative of the community from the locality around Kosciuszko 
National Park and 
e other persons who have expertise and experience in one or more of the 
following: 
o recreational planning and management (including horse riding), 
o horse or other animal welfare management, 
o alpine tourism planning and management, or 
o community involvement in conservation. 


Community members with scientific expertise are eligible for membership. 


Panel appointments will initially be for 12 months. 
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Applications for Panel membership close on 27 July 2022.

and Clever is 2 years from 1 July 2022 to 30 June 2024. 


NOTES: 
6.1 This motion proposes the term for the agreement with Clever. 


6.2 It is proposed that the agreement term will be for 2 years. 
6.3 A 2 year term is a good balance between a yearly term and a term of many 


years i.e. 4 to 5 years. The RCGP does not have the resource to complete an 
annual tender process. 
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6.4 The Service Agreement is proposed to have a clause for either party to 
terminate the contract with 3 months’ notice for no reason.
